This letter serves as an official response to your request for records, pursuant to 
the Utah Government Records Access Management Act (GRAMA). With regard to your 
request, the Bureau of Griminal Identification (BGI) has determined that Utah Criminal 
History Records are exempt records under Utah Code Ann. § 63G-2-201(6)(a). 

Accordingly you are not entitled to access to these records as indicated by Utah 
Code Ann. § 63G-2-202(4) and your request is hereby denied. Furthermore, 
dissemination of the information contained in the records that you have requested is 
restricted by Utah Code Ann. § 53-10-108(b). Release of these records must be 
specifically authorized by a court order signed by a Utah judge. 

You would need to send a request to all Law Enforcement agencies in Utah for 
additional information. 

As required by Utah Code Ann. § 63G-2-205, this denial serves as notice to you, 
and you have the right to appeal this decision of denial within 30 days. Any appeal 
should be directed to Commissioner Jess L. Anderson, 4501 South 2700 West, Salt Lake 
City, Utah 84114.
